"Books are not substitutes frr living but they can add immeasurably 
to its richness • When life is absorbing ^ books can enhance our sense of 
its significance • When life is difficult 0 they can give us nanentary 
release from troubles or a new insight into our problems 0 or provide the 
rest and refreshment we need. Books have always been a source of 
informa tion0 comfort and pl&isure for people who know haw to use them. 
This is true for children as for adults."

The importance of the teacher's reading 
aloud to all of the children cannot be overemphasized. Some time each 
day should be provided for this activity.
